The sky emptied its fury in a gigan- 
tic cycloue upon Kirksville, the town 
made famous by osteopathy, at 6:20 
o'clock last evening, when tha east 
sido of thu town was wiped from tho 


map. 


A broad, clean path, nearly a quar- 


ter of a mile in width, lies through 
the town, as smooth as virgin prairie. 
Probably 400 homes where au hour 
ago families were asking divine bless- 
ing upon the evening meal aro now 
scattered as fragments somewhere be- 
yond th e town iu woodland and prai- 
rie. It is probable a hundred people 
wore killed. 
Thirty-One Known Dead. 


The known list at 8 o'clock reached 


31. Olio, thousand were injured.

struction to life can bo had.

The Town. 


Kirksville, 
where 
the 
tornado 


wrought tha greatest havoc, is the 
county seat of Adair conucy. Its pop- 
ulation was recently estimated 
at 


10,000. 
The town, named in honor of 


Jessa Kirk, is situated on a high, roll- 
ing prairie, about six miles east of 
the Charitou river, 203 miles from 
St. Louis aud 70 miles from Quiucy, 
on the graud divide between tho Mis- 
sissippi and Missouri rivers. 
Two 


railroads touch the town, the Wabash 
and the Kansas City, Pittsburg aud 
Gulf. 


A number of interests throughout 


tho state have been in close touch 
with Kirksville for 
several years. 


Laid out in 1S42 aud incorporated 15 
years later, tho town has grown stead- 
ily ever since it assumed the propor- 
tions of a settlement. 
More than a 


dozen churches and a number _of sub- 
stantial buildings lent to the prosper- 
ous appearance of tho little city. 


A well-developed public school sys- 


torn hart brought about tho erection of 
several well-built structures, but in 
addition to these the town boasted 
the 
North Missouri State Normal 


School, originally established by Prof. 
Joseph Baldwin as a private institu- 
tion for the training of teachers and 
others. The normal edifice was erect- 
ed at a cost of more than $150,000. 


Tho town's manufacturing interests 


wore in a thriving condition. Pos- 
sessing three essentials for profitable 
manufacturing, 
it was but natural 


that its factory industries should have 
been energetically developed. Water, 
wood and coal are in abundant supply 
iu the district, and grist mills, wool- 
en mills, plow, hub, spoke, cheese 
aud furniture factories aud planing 
mills afforded employment for a num- 
ber of persons. 


Kirksville was lacking in none of 


tho evidences of urban 
prosperity. 


Banks, newspapers, hotels aud public 
buildings attested to the town's pro- 
gress. 
Two marble factories and two 


brick yards, iu addition to several rain 
warehouses,-_had beeu landmarks of 
the town for more than a decade. 


Another educational institution that 


won reputation for Kirksvillo was 
established by Dr. Still, the American 
School of Osteopathy. 
Dr. 
Still's 


school was for a long time tho subject 
of earnest interest to tho medical 
world. 


AFTER THE STORM, 


KIRKSVILLE, 
MO., April 28.— 


Desolation and suffering almost iude 
cribablo 1ms befiii the portion 
of 


Kirksvillo's iuiiabitauts in the past 12 
hours, the result of last evening's tor. 
undo. Many of the dead and dying 
remained in the ruins of their homes 
during the night. 
Others who were 


found were taken to places of shelter 
and !<3icd before morning. 
A small 


army of doctors and citizens spent the 
night searching for unfortunates. The 
dead were carried to a selected spot 
to bo cared for when the needs of the 
injured were attended to. All night 
lanterns darted hero and there among 
the debris, answering for help, or 
were directed by tho sight of some 
struggling form fighting to escape the 
place of imprisoumeut. 
Here 
aud 


there fires sent up a glow aud aided 
the rescuers. 
It is possible that these 


fires incinerated some of the victims. 
Moruiug broke bright aud beautiful 
over the area of destruction. 
The 


same scenes were witnessed at New- 
ton, Sullivan county, which shared a 
like fate. It will be days before a 
complete list of casualties can be se- 
cured aud before the real extent of the 
damage to property can be known. 
Kirksville is the couuty seat of Adair 
county, with a population of 3000. 
The town is best known through the 
teachiugs of the American School of 
Osteopathy. 
Persons afflicted 
with 


many diseases flock to KirkiV Ih to 
be treated. It was among the sta 
dents' and patients' quarters that the 
most ruin was wrought 
Newton is a 


town of GOO inhabitants arid is situ-

Must Lay Down Arms. 


MANILA, April 28, 6:25 p. m.—The Filipino advances for 


peace have been fruitless. 
Col. Argueleso and Lieut. Bernal, who 


came into MacArthur's lines under a flag of truce, told Gan. Otis 


that they represented Gen. Luna, who has been requested by 


Aguiualdo to ask Gen. Otis for a cessation of hostilities in order to 


allow time for summoning the Filipino congress which would de- 


cide whether the people wanted peace. Gen. Otis replied that he 


did not recognize the existence of the Filipino government. T here 


will bo another conference tomorrow. 


Full Text of Gen. Otis' Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, April 23.—The test of Gen. Otis dispatch is 


as follows: 
"After taking Calumpit Gon. MacArthur's division 


crossed the Eio Grande in the face of great obstacles, driving the 


concentrated forces of the enemy back on tho railroad two miles. 


MacArthur reports that the passage of the river was a remarkable 


military achievement, the success of which was due to the dariuo 


skill and determination of Col. Funstou, under the discriminating 


control of Gen. Wheaton.

This morning the chief of statf from tho commanding general 


of the insurgent forces entered our liues to express admiration of the 


wonderful feat of tho American army in forcing a passage of the 


river, which was thought to be impossible.

It is wrong. It is not religious. Re- 
ligion is a joy. 


"The Christian Endeavor movement 


is opposed to selfishness. It is altruis- 
tic. It gives a helping hand. A cer- 
tain philosopher has said it depends 
ou what you are, what kind of uni- 
vorso you livo in. If it is a little one, 
you will be a little man, if you live in 
a big one you will be a big man, 
Youug people cuuuot be satisfied with 
the sphere in which they are born. 
They must grow, enlarge their hori. 
zous. make 
thoir 
natures biggar. 


Young people, create for yourselves 
larger universes to live in. And what 
your universe will be depends ou your 
ideal. Tho low umu seeks a little 
thing to do, and does it. The high 
man liuds a big thing to do, and dies 
in pursuit of it 
There is so much to 


do, ho cannot do it. He finds his life 
full oi' work to do, good work to do.

PDKGENT PARAGRAPHS. 


There has been almost, if not quite, 


ns much diversity of opinion as to tht 
site of the Garden of Eden as there 
:ias been in regard to the birthday of 
he world. As to the latter, April 17. 
July 13 and October 20 seem to be the 
dates resting upon the best authorities, 
vith a preference, perhaps, for April 
as at least the birth month—all this, 
of course, upon the Scriptural account 
of the creation. Science places that 
event so far in the past that no con- 
jecture even has been hazarded as to 
.vhcn It occurred. 


In regard to the site of the Garden 


of Eden, that is a matter about which 
the modern scientists do not dispute. 
It is only those who hold to the Biblical 
account of the creation of man who 
have seriously attempted to locate the 
site of the Paradise in which he was 
placed. Among these there has been 
a wide diversity of opinion, some plac- 
ing it near the upper sources of the 
Tigris and Euphrates; some,,like Mil- 
ton in "Paradise Lost," identifying Cey- 
lon as the lost Paradise of man; others 
locating it in America, and, others still: 
in Abyssinia. 


New interest is added to thisquestion 


by a:i article in the Strand Magazine 
entitled: ''The Site of the Garden ol 
IMeii," by Gen. Cordon. A note by the 
editor states that the article was writ- 
ten by Urn. Gordon in 1882 and now 
sees the light for the first time. The 
editor further suggests that Gen. Gor 
(iou was probably the most capable per- 
son in the world to deal with this fas- 
cinating subject, as he combined a deep 
religious feeling nnd extensive research 
on all matters pertaining to Biblical 
and oriental history. 


Gen. Gordon gives his reasons in this 


brief article for believing that the 
Garden of Kdcn is at or near the .Sey- 
chelles. He says: 
"I could even put 


it at I'raslin, a small isle 20 miles north 
cf Malic." The Seychelles are a grout. 
<j! islands in the Indian ocean 000 miles 
northeast of Madagascar, Mahe, tht 
larger, being only 11 miles long by ", 
broad, while Praslin is the next in size 
ttcn. Gordon says: "Eden is a district. 
the garden is a spot chosen in that clis 
trict, the trees were actual trees, im- 
bued for a time with spiritual quati 
ties." 


lie goes further. He not only gives 


reasons for believing the Garden ol 
Kden was located on Praslin, but lit 
also attempts, fancifully enough to 
most readers, perhaps, to distinguish 
the tree of knowledge and the tree ol 
lite. Of these he says; 


"Well, I thought there were two trees- 


actuul trees—which had been sacramental, 
and had ceased to be so: ami in Pranlin 
near Seychelles, and only there In the 
whole world, Is a magnificent tree, curlou,'. 
beyond description, called the prince of the 
vegetable kingdom; It Is unique In it.- 
species and on earth.

Seyclicllnrlum, or Coco di Mir. This, I be- 
lieve, v.-as the tree of knowledge, I then 
thought If the one tree Is to be found su U 
tho other, and this 1 think is the Anccarpus 
iacls.'!, or bread fruit; it is a humble tree 
of no great distinction, yet to an observe] 
it is ns unique in Us kind and anion^ trees 
as the other. This lost tree is only found 
in the Indian ocean. It Is a life-sustaining 
tree, nnd, like the other, it is full of Scrip- 
tural types." 


Curiously enough, Gen. Gordon socms 


to have started cm his search for these 
two trees first, and having- found them 
in I'raslin. he next proceeds to show 
how this island in its location corre 


ponds to the Kilcn described in Gene 
is. In doing this lie adopts tho translii- 
on of Genesis, 2-10, that the four riv 
rs flowed into Eden instead of out of it. 
Thence he takes the Euphrates nnd 


ho Tigris, which meet ilnd How intc 
he Persian gulf, and from the twc 
ther rivers he takes Pison t') l;e the1 


sile and Gihon as) the brook on the 
oiitheru side of 
Jerusalem, which 


ucets the Kedron and Hows into tht

iway« been to me the most character- 
istic of the men of Texas, if a bit uf leg- 
islation now pending nmiiaees to pass,' 
•aid Frank B. Latnar, of Austin, in that 
•tate. "The proposition is up to do 
mway with the Texas state rang-ers, a 
•body of rough ami ready fellow.-, who 
•were n cross between the gentleman 
cowboy, the policeman anil the 'tough 
Bian' of the plains. At one tiuie there 
•was a bunch of these fellows, who liked 
the rough and earele.is lives they had 
to lead. 
They were the most irregu- 


lar of regulars, but they were a very el- 
flcient police force for the state, and 
they have o record of very many g-orxl 
'deeds performed in the line of duty. 
as well a3 one of come pretty rough 
fan. 


"They came into being just after the 


^var as a sort of mounted police foi 
our frontier, to guard the then sparse- 
ly settled country from the '(-rcaac™' 
who came over from Mexico to stenl 
cattle or smuggle goods from one coun- 
try to the other. They hated greas- 
ers, Indians and sqiiawmen as his Sa- 
tanic majesty is said to hate holy wa- 
ter, and would rather kill one than cut 
O square meal or kill a rattler. 
They 


Jiad a sort of uniform, but the prin- 
cipal feature of it was the saddle of 
their horses, and -.vhcne\er one hnd 
made a good bit of money it was a 
•addle that he first thought of pur- 
chasing. Some of these w ere q-orgeons 
In the extreme, all covered with silver 
ornaments anil filigree woik of all 
i»orts. Each of them carried a navy re- 
Jrolver, a carbine, a lasso and a blanket 
when he was on duty. 
Their ponies 


were the tough little In-onehos of the 
"plains, and they could ride like the 
devil, shoot to kill, riding: or standing 
and endure any hardship. They feared 
meither God, man nor the devil, as ha; 
Ibcen well said of them, and each had 
A lot of notches in the butt of either his 
•carbine or hia revolver, generally in 
Iboth, as proof of the individuals they 
{had killed in the line of duty, each 
icotch indicating a life taken. 
It was 


generally the life of a man whom the 
Icommunity could -well spare. 
Thev 


tthus marked the passage to their last 
account of horse thieves, smugglers, In- 
•dians or 'bad men,' who were the worst. 
AS they were the most cowardly and 
^treacherous, of the whole bunch. 


"Of late years the 'rangers' have 


father lost caste and they ha\e dwin- 
dled down to about 30 in all. drawing 
may from the state. The country has 
.become so generally settled and tho 
jtough element so well subdued that 
'there seems now no longer any place 
ior them in the police scheme of the 
fetute. I am not the only old Texan 
Ithat is sorry to see the rangers go, for, 
!|ven though they have of late lived 
XAther in the imagination of the people 
ithan in fact, they were so thoroughly 
if eared by thieves and ruffians that their 
jpast reputation has served to keep these 
{people on their good behavior. 
\Ve 


i&H fear that with the passing of this 
ibody there may return frontier troubles 
*nd perhaps the old-time thievery and 
Smuggling. 
But I sup]Xise the state 


iofficers and legislators know best about 
Ithe matter, and we will have to ae- 
*cept their dispersion whether or no. 
(But one thing I do know, anil that is that 
^he women who have to Ihe on the 
ranches will regret the passing of the 
xang-ers. They rarely had any use for 
them, but when there was any trouble 
«nd the rangers were around, the wom- 
en folks knew they were safe. Many 
• woman owes her life to the timely ar- 
rival at the ranch of one or more of 
these members of our frontier police. 
They're been mighty good friends to 
the Teacans, but as they have outlived 
their day in help' 7 along the scheme 
ol civilization I suppose they must g 
They will be mightily missed by the 
early settlers of the- state, those men 
who aided to develop the big ranches

The feather bed is, of course, a thing 


of the past. It is probably not lament 
ed in many quarters, us it, iscertainh 
unhealthy, diflicnlt to care for, and no' 
pleasant to sleep on. Mattresses, blank 
ets, pillows and other articles of bed 
ding, however, require much care 
keep them odorless and clean. 


The main enemies to mattresses ar 


dust, damp and moth, and 
frequcn 


brushing must be ghrn them, for iu an 
incredibly short time they will harbo 
dust all along the edges and where th 
button is fixed. A ionsc cotton cove 
over the mattress, made to button ncal 
ly at one end, always goes a king wa 
toward keeping it clean. This can b 
washed and changed as often as nee 
be without much trouble or cxpcnsi 
It is very important to air all the bed 
ding throughout. Every article shoul 
be daily taken off and laid separate! 
over a chair, and a strong current o 
air should be allowed to circiila! 
through the room before- the clothe 
are replaced. The mattress should 1) 
turned daily from end to end, as this 
insures it being worn more evenly, and 
not sinking in the middle.
